Uernlinrdt Aa .% War niurae. 
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We do not think of the great 
actress as a raiuistrant to dying and 
wounded men, but she describes iu 
Appleton's Magazine for September 
her experience in the siege of Paris 
as follows: 

Evil days had come upon us! 
Paris began to get feverish ard ex- 
cited. The streets were black with 
groups of people, discu.ssing aud 
gesticulating. And all Hiis noise 
was only the echo of far distant 
groups, I'ahered together in Ger- 
man streets. These other groups 
were yelling, and gesticulating and 
discussing, but they knew, while 
we did not know. 

On the 19lh of July, 1870, war 
was declared and Paris l>ecame the 
theater of the most touching and 
burlesque scenes Yountr men, 
gone wild, were yelling the 
"Marseillaise" and rushing along 
the streets in close file, shouting 
over and over again, "To Berlin!" 

My heart u.sed to beat wildly, for 
I, too, thought they were going to 
Berlin I undorstoml the fury they 
felt, for these people had provoked 
us without plausible reasons, luit at 
the same time it seemed to me that 
they were getting ready for this 
great occasion without sufficient 
lespoct and dignity. My own im- 
potence made me feel rebellious, and 
when I saw all the mothers, with 
pale faces and eyes swollen with 
crying, holding their boys iu their 
arms and kissing them in despair, 
the most frightful anguish seemed 
to choke me. I cried, too, almost 
unceasingly, and I was wearing my- 
self away with anxiety, \uit I did 
not foresee the horrilde catastrophe 
that was to take place. 

The war news led us hope for vic- 
tory Theie was cieat joy and a 
certain emotion felt by everyone on 
healing that the young Prince Im 
perial had receiveil iiis i>,(n<i«in of 
fire at Starbnek. 

Life seemed to iiu> nciiuui ui again, 
for I had great confidence in the 
issue of the war. I pitied the tJer- 
mans for having embarked on such 
an adventure. But, alas! the 
glorious progress which my brain 
had been so active in imagining was 
cut short by the atrocious news from 
Ste. Private 

After Ste Private come Grave- 
lotte, where 3('>,000 men, French and 
German, wore cut down in a few 
hours. Then came the sublime but 
I>owerleas efforts of MacMahon, 
who wa.s repulsed as far as Sedan ; 
and finally Sedan! Sedan! Ah! 
the liorrilile awakening. A hun- 
dred thousand men! A hundred 
thousand Frenchmen liad to capilo- 



late and the Emperor of France 
had to hand his sword over to the 
king of Prussia! 

We then arranged for the de- 
parture of the whole family, with 
the exception of myself, as I want- 
ed to stay in Paris during the siege. 
My mother, my little Iwy and his 
nurse, my sisters, my Aunt Ann- 
ette, who kept house for me, and my 
mother's maid, were all ready to 
start a few days later. It was the 
first time I had been separated from 
the little child who was dearer to 
me than the whole world. 

The idea never for on instant oc- 
curred to me that I might beof some 
use in Paris It seemed to me that 
everyone who was well ought to slay 
in Paris. For some days I was 
perfectly dazed, missing the usual 
life around me, and missing the 
affection of those I foved. The 
defense, however, was t>eiQg otg»o- 
izeil and I decidetl to us my strength 
and intelligence in tending the 
wounded. 

The question was where could we 
install a hospital ? The Odeou 
Theater had closed iu doors, but I 
moved heaven and earth to get 
permission to organise a military 
hospital there, and, thanks to 
Emile deGirardian and Duquesnal, 
my wish was granted. I went to 
the War OflBce and my o£ters were 
accepted. 

I organized my hospital 
very small staff. My oook 
stalled in the public foyer, 
bought her an immense _. 
range so that she could make sont>8 
and herb tea for 60 men. Her hus- 
band was chief attendant. I had 
given him two assistants, and Mme. 
Guerard, Mme. Lambquin and I 
were the nurses. Two of us sat up 
at night, so that we eaoh went to 
bed every thiid night. I preferred 
this to taking on some woman 
whom I did not know. Mme Lamb- 
quin belougoil to the Odeou, where 
she used to take the part of the 
duennas My various friends who 
weie on service at the fortifications 
came to ne in their free time to do 
my secretarial work. I bad to keep 
a book, which was shown every day 
to a sergeant who came from (be 
Val de-Grace military hospital, 
giving all details as to how many 
men came into our htwpital, 
how many died, and how many re- 
covered and left. Paris was in a 
state of siege, and no one could go 
far outside could be receiv^. 
Baron I.rfirrey came now and then to 
see me aud I had as head suregon 
Dr. Duoheu.se, who gave up hie 
whole time, night and day, during 
the five months that this truly 
frightful nigimare lasted. 

I cannot recall those terrible days 
without the deepest emotion. It 
was no longer the country in danger 
that kept my nerves strung up, but 
the sufferings of all her children. 
There were all those who were 
away fighting, those who were 
brouKht in to us wounded or dying, 
the noble women of the people, who 
stood for hours and houis iu line to 
get the necessary dole of bread, 
meat aud milk for their poor women. 
I could see them frt)m the theatre 
windows, pressing np close to each 
other, blue with cold and stamping 
their feet on the ground to keep 
them from freezing, for that winter 
was the mi>8t cruel one we had for 
20 years. Frequently one of theae 
poi>r, silent heroines was brought in 
to me, either in a swoon from faligoe 
or half frozen. 

My hospital was full. I had 60 
beds and was obliged to impioviae 
10 more. Tho soldiers were install- 
ed in the artistes' foyer and in the 
general foyer, and the officers in a 
room formerly used for refreah- 
menls — Buffalo Evening Newa. 
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SUPBNINTENDENT WiLLIAK H, 
Maxwill., of the Department of 
Bdacation of New York City, Mends 
oat a circular letter invitini.' atten- 
tion to the evening 8cb<XilH of this 
city, and sng^'^ting tbe •Atablinh- 
ment of clameH for the adnit deaf. 

In this letter it in stated that " one 
of tbe objectA of adalt inatruction 
of tbe deaf wonld naturally oe to 
assiRt them in perfecting and re- 
taining their acqaii-ed ability to 
sf>eak hikI to read the lips ; another 
would t"' to give them the oppor- 
tunity to aseociate with the bearing, 
by affording them access to the 
great number of Huttjects t<iDght in 
oar evening scIiooIh ; — in othei 
words, while supplying them direct- 
ly with some of their peculiar 
needs, to give them all advantages 
accorded the hearing," 

Superintendent Maxwell shows 
a total mitiappreheusion of the 
needs of the adult deaf, in assum- 
ing that an evening school would 
either help the deaf in retaining 
whatever measure speech had been 
given them at tbe Institution in 
which tbey were •dncated, or that 
any advance in the pf^rfectiop of 
their speech cf>ald t>e made by 
either lessons or school associationH 
in the evening. 

In the first place, the deaf 
graduates of schools for the deaf 
are in constant daily assrM>iation 
with hearing persons, both in their 
home and basiD«s« lives.

What the Institution leaves un- 
done in speech-teaching, funda 
mental knowledge and trades in- 
struction, can not very well lie im- 
proved upon by an hour or two a 
week in evening schfiols, wli«r<? all 
tbe instruction wonld be given 
orally, and in«'ividual teaching be 
impracticable. 

The Institutions for the Deaf 
were the pioneers in the teacliing 
of trades, and for the inculcation of 
general knowledge, the training of 
the tongue to articulate utt«ranoe 
and the eyes to a discernment of 
si>oken words Ijy the motion of the 
lips, they are equipped with the 
accumulated experience of nearly 
a hundred years of men and wr- 
men of superior talentf, who have 
given to the education of the deaf 
the study and priictice of a lifetime 
of earnest and unwavering devo- 
tion.

public, there is too much stress 
given to the ability of meajire 
8r>eech, and too little appreciation 
of the ability to know and perform. 
The ••ffort of the InHfitutions is not 
to produce an occasional phenome- 
non, but to fit all for the full perfor- 
mance of their duties as citizens and 
enable them to acfinit thems»'lv<>8 
saccettsfnlly in meeting theoltliga 
tions that shall come into their 
adult lives, and being UHeful and 
productive factors of the common- 
weal.

Course at ChicagOi which I accepted. 

I next learned that the Senate of 
onr Order had sanctioned the plea 
of the Blaine Assembly No. 14, for 
a change of name, which courtesy 
we deaf members appreciate very 
much. 

Art is sometimes defined as see- 
ing nature through one's tempera- 
ment. Two men, therefore, cannot 
look at nature in the same light, 
else we would \)v pa'iiting pictures 
very much alike. 

In like manner a deaf-mute may 
have a temperament which gives 
him a standpoint of his own. 
Would you like to know how I, a 
desif-niute, regard the honor so 
handsomely conferred upon me ? 

In my mind's picture, I look 
backward toward the dawn of the 
world's history. The deaf were 
neglected in the ancient times, for 
nol»ody knew of a method where- 
by the bars fjould be broken, 
again.Ht which the soul of a deaf- 
mute iKtat in vain for help The 
Bible even w>is mute on the sub- 
ject. Oh, how black was the 
hori7/m, and how unspeakable 
the cruelty of those days! I see 
mothers cover their face, as they 
leave their deaf children on moun- 
tains, to be toin by wild beats, 
because it was considered a good 
thing to destory the offspring of 
evil spirits, I see learned church- 
men, in solemn conclave assem- 
bled, decide that the souls of deaf 
mutes are predfjstined to be lost, 
and why ? Faith must come 
llirougii the ear. I see chains 
riveted on the trembling limbs ol 
the unfortunates in the belief that 
they are lunatics, laws passed that 
denied them all rights of citizen- 
ship, inheritances taken away from 
rightful heirs, all species of injus- 
tice infli<;ted on a clans of people, 
for no other reason than because 
they had, through accident, one less 
sense than the other persons. The 
deaf are punlied away by the hand 
of superstition, pointexl toasaccurs- 
e<l beings, and consi<lere<l even un- 
worthy companions of the oxen 
whase labor they share. 

I look again, snd there is a faint 
light on the horis'/on. A tonsured 
priest is walking through thestreets 
of I'arif and looking for deaf and 
dumb gamins. Ife starts the first 
school for the deaf, maintains it at 
hif own expense, invents the sign 
language, declines honors from 
kings, with the request that they 
s*m<l deaf children instead, denies 
himself comforts, so that his wards 
shall not KulTer, and ilies, Murround- 
ed by tiis weeping pupils. Ilis 
name is Abbe de I'Epee. I have 
engravings of his homely but saint- 
ed face, dates 177C and 1778, on» 
of which shows a vignette of a peli- 
can feeding its young with Its blood, 
and at the top the motto, " Viro 
Inimortali " Y^h, immortal is 
CharlcH Michel, the Abbe of the 
Sword. If you cf»nie to my studio 
and see these old engravings, do 
not ask me to sell them. I will not 
give them away for any price. 

The light on the horizon grows 
brighter, and I see a young clergy- 
man, by name of Gallaudet, cross- 
ing the Atlantic to lear.i the 
methods of the deaf-mute instruc- 
tion and founding the first Ameri- 
can school for the deaf at Hartford,

I bad told you, apropos 
of temperaments, how a deaf-mute 
will look at a thing from his stand- 
point. Shall I tell yon how much 
honored I feel by the appointment 
as an officer of the Order? Words 
are superfluous. I have said 
enough, and I thank you all, on 
behalf of myself, the Gallaudet As- 
sembly and the deaf throughout 
the country. 

Sisters and Brothers, this is a 
noble Order ! Life is said to be 
composed of little things — of a 
flower offered at the side of a sick- 
bed, of a little money given to the 
distressed, of a kind word spoken 
lo the angry. Let our Onler l)e an 
Order of little things, and, because 
of that, a great Order ! Let altru- 
ism bo our watchword — not in its 
counterfeit shape, to the end that 
we may have a few more orders at 
our store, a few moie nwls on the 
street, a few more votes in the 
booth, but in its true sense, of 
winch our Californian Markham 
had said : " Parternity in spirit is 
the holiest of all ideas. Man's 
spirit nee<ls a ground higher than 
the nature ground, for his higher 
nature is not wolfish ; it is brother- 
ly. The struggle for his own life 
must give away to a struggle for 
others." I bad met hundreds of 
deaf-mutes in my journey, ami an- 
swered many questions al>out the 
Americans, for its reputation is 
widesprewd among our class.

— Gallaudet went down before 
the strong University of Virginia 
eleven, ir^ a game played at Char- 
lotteville, Va., yesterday to the 
score of 40 to On that dat(<. rmr 
tesm WHS scheduled to play the 
Baltim<ire Polytc(!hnic Institute, on 
Garlic Field, iriHlr-ad of al Balti- 
more, as erroneously stated in our 
last letter, but a telegram wms re- 
ceived, asking the game lie cancel- 
led. Man 'ger Tomlinson was in a 
quandary as to finding an open 
date with a team at so late a tiini>, 
but seeing that Virginia had one, 
he wired and a game was arranged. 
Later on came an oir«r from the St. 
.folin's, Md., team, to play on the 
same date. Gallaudet felt like giv- 
ing the choiee to St .folin's, a team 
in our own cla^s, but remembering 
our agreement, we had to play Vir- 
ginia. 

It was the Hist time in si.\ years 
since we playe<l the University of 
Virginia. jGames were discontin- 
ued foi the leason that the Old 
Dominion team resorted t,o dirty 
play and slugging matches. This 
year it was hoped that they would 
show' an improvement over their 
old tactics, but our team was sore- 
ly mistaken in the matter. The 
game was <!haracteriz(!d b.y serious 
infractions of the rules, which the 
referee let go by iinpunislied. It 
was plsinly seen thron;.'hoiit the 
game that Virginia went to their 
old-time tactics in order to roll up 
the score. 

Gallaudet made the unavoidable 
mistake of playing a team far above 
its class. Tiie Gallaiulets weie out- 
classed but game, diirinu the fifty 
minutes of p'ay. Three tmieli- 
downs were ma<le in each half, 
with goal from field in tln^ si^coiul. 
The Kendall (ireen team, lliongh 
outclassed, made a gallant stand al 
the openinurof the second half, and 
twice held Virginia within the one- 
yard line. Back again came Vir- 
ginia, and it seemed as if the Buff 
and Blue would once more prevent 
a touchdown. 

Even before Virginia made her 
initial touchdown, Gallaudet cap- 
tured the ball on downs on In r 
eight-yaid line. Virginia punted lo 
midfliild an<l Gallaudet reiurned the 
kiek. Crawford ejuight tlm ball 
and sprinted eiirhty yards beffue 
he was downed by S'larp, after 
a iirilllant tackle on Galluudei's 
si'vente*)!! yard lin(!. 

During the remainder of [day in 
the first half, the Kendall Green 
team made its best showing one 
th<' offensive. A forward pass net 
ted twelve yards and Siuirp plunged 
through the lefi side of Virginia's 
line for ten yards more. Tlie Old 
Dominion team settled down, and 
finished unusually strong, scoring 
three touchdowns in rapici siicites- 
hiim.

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The deaf-mute Bible class of 
Atlanta has been at Si. Mark's Sun- 
day school from its orgauizaiion in 
April, 1902. This class is unique, 
lieing perhaps the only one in the 
Stale outside the Georgia School for 
the Deaf at Cave Spring. The 
method of teaching is entirely man 
ual Words are spelled on the lingers 
or are shown by Ihe manual signs re- 
presenting liieni, the one hand al- 
■phabot being used. 

The class has grown 
from the beginning,, about 
the members iu the first 
still attending regularly, 
there are thirty present, whicii re- 
presents nearly all the totally deaf 
iu Ihe city. Iu point of numbers 
aud regularity of attendance, it is 
Ihe banner class at St. Mark's Sun- 
day School, and seems to be the 
special pride of Superinti-ndenl 
Henry Y. McCord. The pastor of 
St. Mark's, Dr. Belk, often greets 
the class pith a tuief message spell- 
ed on his fingers, in which art he 
will probably improve. 

In speaking of the class, W F. 
Crusselle, the teacher, who has con- 
tlucted it from its beginning, sjiid : 
" It is the most helpful work to me 
that I have ever attempted, and mv 
wliole purpose is to give atlention 
to those wlio otherwise would feel 
very much neglected. It is hard to 
realize what it means to be totally 
deaf. No sound appeals to th«> ear, 
no meaning would l>e conveywl 
i»y it, utter silence is there. The 
eye must be the ear and the hand 
the tongue, yet these good people 
are happy and lirighl. Tiu.ir faces 
show the play of feeling across 
their minds, and their smiles are 
genuine. 

"The class hour is the most 
intense of Ihe whole week. The 
lesson of the day is to lie discussed, 
as shown t»y the large illustration 
of Ihe chart and as given in the 
quarterly and explanatory notes. 
t)f'en the meaning of a word when 
explained adds greatly to the 
undeistanding of the lesson. The 
studies in Ihe Old Testament of 
this year seem to be as readily 
understood and as heartily entered 
into as would lie ili,.«,> from ihe 
Now Testameiii 

" One feature ..i oieli lesson is 
for the class to repeat in concert on 
their fingers the golden text. It is 
l>eautiful to see, and the appear- 
ance of each hand has come to me 
to mean almost the same as the 
.sound of a familiar v<nce. 

"It is to be deplored that so few 
s«em to realize that the deaf may be 
reached by an alphabet that is just 
as definite and full of meaning to 
Ihein as the uttered words are to us. 
They read and write English accu- 
rately and understand perhaps more 
readily than many who can hear and 
apeak. In every town and city where 
are any deaf there should lie clas.ses 
to meet lln^ needs of those who are 
deficient in two of the iwwers that 
we value nnd should appreciate as 
the greatest uifls. It should not be 
thai the deaf are, left to wander aim- 
lessly Hbout on Siindiiy, not being 
able to Understand a service should 
they enter and sit quietly through 
it, only seeing. 

"The Epi-scopal Chinch has 
maintained a mission to the deaf for 
many years, O C. Whildin l)eingthe 
minister at present. The Baptist 
('hur<di has had a deaf "vangelist, 
Rev J. W. Michaels, for about one 
year. It is piobabte other churches 
will enter into this field of work and 
give attention to these who need 
their ministrations. The deaf-mute 
Bible Cla.ss at St. Mark's reaches 
the needs just now in Atlanta, but 
other cities should establish classes 
and have regular services foi the

MUH WlalH. 
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The oldest system by which men 
have told Ihe time of day is by sun 
dials. There are sun dials still in 
existence since long before the 
Christian era In fact they have 
been found iu Esrypl da' ing before 
Ihe Pharaohs. 

The Indians .iiid wild nations tohl 
the time l)y the positions of the sha- 
dows of trees or mountains. The 
Chinese have carried the art of sun 
dials to perfection, auil even to-day 
use pocket sun dials instead of 
watches. One Chinese watchmaker 
has arrange<t his front porch in 
.xuch a way the shadow of the posts 
tell the time l»y which to regulate 
tlu> watches 

The sun dials in ordinary use of 
whicli there are many in Germany 
and England, are horizontal in gar- 
dens and on terraces, vertical on the 
sides of the houses and inns. The 
mottoes employed are many and 
curious. One Grck dial exists — 
the Greek letters of " time flie.s" 
being used in place of numbers. 

" I mark only happy hours," is a 
favorite one, but perhaps one of 
(he most exquisite is that at Yeddo; 
" Hours tty, flowers die, new ways, 
new days pass by, love stays." 

The old sun dial was a simple 
affair; tlie plate of stone or metal 
with the hours engraved on it, and 
the gnomon, a triangular piece of 
metal, which in casting the shadow 
marked the time. 

The modern sun-<lial is very ac- 
curate, marking always Ihe quar- 
ters as well as Ihe hours, and of the 
minutes. Sun-dials are made en- 
graved to mark lime, say in New 
York and Paris or London and Pe- 
kin at the same time, also showing 
the montiis or appropriate flowers 
for each month, which ar-e etched 
on the dial-plate. — SeleHed.

Another point of interest consi- 
dered was the Cave of the Winds.

The Antlers Hotel, as the place 
for the banquet, drew much atten- 
tion. But there are other big 
hotels in Colorado Springs besides 
this one, and any one of them 
would Im) just as gowl ; so the same 
proposition stares us in the face — 
too many to chose from. 

Colorado Springs Is amply able to 
accommodate any number of visi- 
tors, but if the Institution for the 
Deaf agrees to aocommo<late as 
many as It can hold — and this is 
highly probable— It will be a great 
convenience, because our meetings, 
if not too large, can lie held there ;

out in the least being severed from 
civilization. This is certainly some- 
thing new, and I for one would like 
to lie counted ready to enjoy such 
pleasures. 

An endeavor will be made to 
make theconventi' n the landmark 
as a World's CongrcHS for the deaf. 
Delegates from foreign lands will 
he tempted to attend, and to that 
end the work for inducing them to 
come over has been ap[K>rtiorie<l out 
among G. W. Verlilz, of Colorado, 
Alttert Berg, of Indiana, and F R. 
Gray, of Penn*»ylvania. We hope 
they will all succeed in the work 
assigned thom in their respective 
fields. 

As to finances, an effort will be 
made to raise a fund passing the 
thousand mark. This fund will V)e 
used to ent^;rtain the Convention in 
various ways and the balance Is to 
)40 to the Endowment Fund. The 
succ^ess attained so far and so early, 
liearing in mind the fact that the 
convention is three years ahead, is 
more than encouraging. When the 
subject "f finances came up, many 
ways for raisiiitr a large fund were 
profwsed by the different members, 
and every one was very practical. 
So far $110 00 has been secured, 
and this is a great beginning.

therefore, would seem tO He in the 
Appalachian Mountains They 
contain the largest body of hard- 
wowl timl>er left in the United 
States. On them grow the greatest 
variety of tree species anywhere to 
be found. Protected from fire and 
reckless cutting, they pro<luce the 
Ijest kinds of timber, since their soil 
and climate combine to make 
heavy stands and rapid growth. 
Yet much of the Appalachian forest 
has been so damaged in the past 
that it will be years before it will 
again rsach a high state of produc- 
tiveness. Twenty billion feet of 
hardwfKMls would be a conservative 
estimate of the annual productive 
capacity of the 75,000,000 acres of 
forest lands in the Appalachians if 
they were rightly managed. Until 
they are, we can expect a shortage 
in hardwf)od timber. 

Circular 116, of the Forest Ser- 
vice, entitled " The Waning Hard- 
wood Supply," discusses this situa- 
tion. It may be had upon applica- 
tion to the Forester, Forewt Service, 
Washington, D, C. 



Although the demand for hard- 
wowl luml>er Is greater than ever 
before, the annual cut to-day is a 
billion feel less than it was sfjven 
years ago. In this time the whole- 
sale of the different classes of hard- 
wood lumlMT adviincerl from 26 to 
fi5 per cent. The cut of oak, 
which in 1B99 was more than half 
the t^it^l cnt of hardwoods, has 
fallen off 36 per cent. Yellrm pop 
lar, which was formerlj second in 
point of output, has fallen off 38 
per (jent, and elm has fallen off 
one-half, 

Tbe cut of softwoods is over four 
timcM that of ljardwoo<ls, yet it is 
doubtful if a shortage in the former 
would cause dismay in so many 
IndustrieH. The co- furni- 

ture, anU vehicle iu'i depend 

upon hardwfKKl timbei, and the 
railroads, telerdione and telegraph 
companies, agricultural implement 
n <• '■ 'titfj biiihlcrs use it 

Tliis Icjuls lii the question. Where 
in IhH future supply of h^rdwooda 
to l»e found ? The cut in Ohio and 
Indiana, which, sevn years a>jo, l«d 
all o»her States, has fallen off one- 
half. Illinois, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Misaf>uri, 
New .f<*rM«'y, Tennessee, Texas, 
West Virginia, and Wisconsin, have 
aWi declined in hardwood prfxlnc 
tion. The chief ceuterw of produc- 
tion now lie in the Lake Slates, the 
lower Mississippi Valley, and the 
Appalachian .Mountains. Yst in 
the Lake States the presence of 
hardwfK>ds is an almmt certain In^ 
dication of rich Miral land, 

and when the !> ■ .<lf are cut 
the land is turned permanently to 
agricultural use. In Arkansas, 
I»Hisiana, and .Mississippi the pro- 

(li .(Kwls is clearly at 

ii ;,i, and in Missouri 

an<l i exas it has already begun to 
decline.

It Is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev, Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
lino of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the eharch 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This waa-not per- 
mitted, and It is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken, St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
Uve feet in depth. It will be three 
stories In height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the soiiial, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York, Th« 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'arish Building" will 
be about $.10,000, and the building 
ItMcIf, in its position and purjiose, 
will form a conspicuous monumeut 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse tbe memorial,
